Boih old aud young mingled im the dance, and 
recorded the exploits of their warriors in the fong. 
Bat when any bufinels of coniequence was to be 
tranfacted, every thing was conducted with gra- 
vity and compolure. The elders of the village, 
who were promoted to authority, not by fraud or 
violence, bat who were revered agreeably to the 
fimplicity of wature for their wildom and experi- 
ence, aflembled in an open (pace in the centre of 
the village, and deliberated beneath a venerable 
oak. The bufinels was propofed, and every one 
declared his opinion fedately, and without inter- 
tuption. Their decrees were ratified by a majo- 
rity of voices, and every one acquiefced in their 
decifions.

«« By this my frequent writing, you may think 
that at this poit we have nothing elfe to mind : bar 
I affure you, it is much the reverfe:—There is 
rigid duty and difcipline in its purity, Since my 
arrival | have been five days and nights out of 
eight on piqued-guard, notwithitanding we have 
upward of 1200 mea on the fpot. We have a 
variety of changes—Sham-fights every few days, 
fuited to our antitipation of the reslity —This 
day we had one, and (perhaps it is preiomptioa 
in me to fay it) every of the manceavres done 
with exaétnefs and accuracy, to tne great p'ea- 
fure and fatisfa€tion of the Commander in Chief, 
The harmony that fubGlts in camp, together with 
the variegated fcenes that daily prefent themlelves 
to view, mult certainly make the time flide lighc- 
ly over, and the place agreeable to every patrio- 
tic mind. But, thofe reitlefs, treacherous, cow- 
ardly villains, facrificing the good of their coun- 
try and with it all principle—I mean the deler- 
ters. They meet with the reward jultiy due to 
their crimes. Lait Suoday morning, diimal, in- 
deed, wasthe fcene! three of them were thot, 
in purfuance of the fentence of a court-martial ; 
numbers have fince been taken. I have been fit- 
ting as a member of the court for four days patt, 
and cannot fay when it will be diffolved. The 
vigilence of the firm foldier, and well-difpofed 
inhabitant, in the purfuit and detection of thole 
mifcreants, is ftriking, and worthy of the highett 
commendation.” 

Extra& of a letter from Savannah, dated Aug. 17. 

*« ‘There is nothing new with us in the political 
way—the Indians are at peace, though they will 
on no terms confent to the ranning of the lines 
agreeably to the treaty. 

«* We have feveral times been under apprehen- 
fions that they would do fome mifchief, bat thefe 
2pprehenfions bave in fome meafure fubfided—the 
Opinions as the advantages of war are various ; 
but all good men and the moft refpe&table among 
us prefer peace withthem. The Creeks who lie 
along our frontiers are very numerous and very 
powerful. I believe war with them would prove 


extremely pernicious.”

While Mr. lrons was ftooping to finith fome work 
atthe bSench, the negro took the plough fhare and 
Rrack him a violent blow on the back of the head, 
and he expired within ten minutes after, Thene- 
gro did not atrempt to make his efeape, and was 
committed to Jail. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 22.—Some time ago, we 
mentioned a few circumiiances relative tothe mur- 
der of Elizabeth Reeves, by perfons unknown. 
For the apprehending the perpetrators of that hor- 
rid deed,.a proclamation was iffued by the Gover. 
nor, offering a reward of 300 dollars: But it was 
not fo much the res ard, as thé univerial detefta- 
tion of the public, and the general cry of refent- 
ment, that operated the feeling of numbers, who 
employed themielves in every poffible erceavour 
to detect and bring to jultice the monflers, who 
could be guilty of a crime fo fhocking to humani- 
ty. At length, a man was taken op in Bucks 
County on fufpicion, and committed by a magil- 
trate from thence to a gaol of this city, and it 
was hoped, that the perfon would have made fome 
difcovery as to the accomplices of the plot; tor 
it is the received opinion that two or three at leait 
muft have been concerned. ‘This expedtation was 
founded on the report of the prifoner’s having 
mad? ufe of certain expreffions at the time he was 
apprehended, which warranted a conclufion of his 
being in fome way acceflary tothe murder.
